While interning in Shanghai as 
a Traditional Chinese Medicine 
(TCM) physician, I learned that 
an energetic heart allows the 
expression of joy. The literary 
word for lightening the mood 
of something is “leaven”; as 
in “readers tell me that these 
weekly articles leaven or enliven 
their mood”. The Modem Greek 
word “leaven” is “enzumos” 
that yields the word enzyme. 
Enzymes are proteins produced 
by the cells that control or “turn 
on” thousands of body reactions. 

One enzyme family is 
digestive enzymes, which help 
the body naturally, digest food, 
a good thing. Plant digestives, 
like Bromelain from pineapple 
are good supplement choices. 
But even good things need help, 
like Phyllis, without whose 
organization skills, I would 
accomplish very little. Similarly, 
an important partner that helps 
enzymes work are coenzymes. 
The prefix “co” means together 
or jointly, like co- worker. 

One coenzyme that is getting 
a lot of attention is Coenzyme 10 
or CoQlO. This supplement 
is widely used in Japan to treat 
angina, severe chest pains 
because of a lack of blood to the 
heart. Pain, shortness of breath, 
fatigue, swelling of the ankles, 
legs or abdomen, and increased 
urination, are all symptoms that 
may signal that the heart cannot 
pump sufficient blood to keep 
pace with the energy demands 
of the body, congestive heart 
failure. If you suspect any of the 
above, it may be a good idea to 
have a check-up. 

CoQlO is found in every 
cell in the body. CoQlO assists 


enzymes in bringing oxygen into 
the cells and producing energy 
needed for cell growth and 
maintenance. It is also used by 
the body as an antioxidant. An 
antioxidant is a substance that 
protects cells from unhealthy 
chemicals called free radicals. 
Free radicals are highly reactive 
chemicals that can damage parts 
of cells, including DNA. DNA 
is a molecule inside cells that 
carries genetic information and 
passes it from one generation to 
the next. This damage may play a 
role in the development of cancer. 
Low blood levels of CoQlO 
have been found in patients with 
bone, lymph gland, breast, lung, 
prostate, pancreas, colon, kidney, 
and other cancers. 

Think of CoQlO as an 
accelerator pedal in your car that 
sends more fuel to your heart. If 
the fuel is not available, symptoms 
of congestive heart failure 
develop. The fuel for your body 
is ATP whose structure includes 
a sugar called ribose. Combining 
the dietary supplement D-ribose 
together with CoQlO is an 
energizing combination. 

As a Clinical Nutritionist 
I always recommend CoQlO 
be taken together with 
complementary or “co-worker” 
supplements; because absorption 
of CoQlO into your body is 
poor. In fact, probably over 60 
percent of most oral doses of 
CoQlO are excreted by the body 
without being used. Absorption 
of CoQlO is greater when taken 
together with food that has a 
good quality fat content, like 
olive oil, wild caught salmon 


and butter (notice I did not say 
margarine). Because of this, 
I always recommend taking 
CoQlO together with a fat or oil, 
like Omega 3 or Alpha-lipoic 
acid. Quality dietary supplement 
manufactures are now producing 
CoQlO with enhanced absorption 
or bioavailability by surrounding 
each CoQlO molecule with tiny 
fat cells of good fats like alpha- 
lipoic acid 

Most modern diets are 
deficient in Omega 3’s and adding 
Flax seed oil or Fish oils, to a 
daily supplement program, which 
includes vitamin C, Magnesium, 
Zinc and Lecithin is what I feel 
is a great basic dietary plan. Of 
course, not everybody utilizes 
or absorbs the same. If you 
have any health concerns, visit a 
clinical nutritionist to be sure you 
are getting the right combination 
of co-workers for your needs 

Another super oil or fat is 
alpha lipoic acid which is known 
as the “universal antioxidant”. It 
has the ability to conserve and 
prolong the life of vitamins C & 
E in the body, increasing their 
effectiveness. Alpha lipoic acid is 
also an excellent metal detoxifier, 
particularly for mercury and 
cadmium. 

In Germany, alpha-lipoic 
acid is an approved medical 
treatment for nerve damage and 
pain, a common complication of 
diabetes. It speeds the removal of 
glucose from the bloodstream, at 
least partly by enhancing insulin 
function, and it reduces insulin 
resistance, the foundation of 
many cases of coronary heart 
disease and obesity. The richest 


food source of alpha-lipoic acid 
is red meat. 

Alpha lipoic acid binds easily 
with CoQlO making it better 
absorbed by your body. Because 
of insufficient dietary intake of 
healthy oils, taking alpha-lipoic 
acid together with CoQlO is a 
good way to increase absorption 
of both These two supplements 
in combination are extremely 
effective for prolonging cellular 
vitality and reducing the body’s 
production of unhealthy free 
radicals. ALA and CoQlO also 
enhance production of ATP which 
is the body’s form of energy. 

D-Ribose alone can help your 
body refuel and stay energized 
a must for athletes, older 
individuals, exhausted parents or 
anyone with busy lives.

U.S. recession hits two main 
benefits programs hard 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The continuing U.S. 
recession has worsened the financial health of 
the government’s two biggest benefit programs, 
figures released Tuesday showed. 

Medicare, the main medical program for the 
elderly and disabled, will even pay out more in 
benefits this year than the government collects 
in taxes for it. 

The findings released by trustees of Medicare 
and Social Security, the government’s pension 
system begun during the Great Depression of 
the 1930s, could prove to be a blow to Barack 
Obama’s young presidency. 

They highlight major drains on government 
spending as the Obama administration pours 
massive amounts into economic stimulus and 
financial rescue packages while planning to 
trim the deficit. Additionally, a major part of 
his campaign last year was to extend health 
insurance to the 50 million Americans who do 
not have it. Both Social Security and Medicare 
are financed through payroll contributions from 
workers and employers. 

The findings in the trustees’ annual checkup on 
the programs did not come as a surprise. Private 
economists had been predicting that the dates 
the programs would begin to pay out more than 
they take in and that the dates the trust funds 
would be insolvent would occur sooner given 
the economic recession. 

The deep recession, the worst in decades, has 


resulted in a loss of 5.7 million jobs since it 
began in December 2007. The unemployment 
rate hit a 25-year high of 8.9 percent in April. 
Fewer people working means less being paid 
into the trust funds for the benefits programs. 
The trustees said Tuesday that Social Security 
will start paying out more in benefits than it 
collects in taxes in 2016, one year sooner than 
projected last year. Its giant trust fund will be 
depleted by 2037, four years sooner, they said. 
Medicare is in even worse shape. The trustees 
said the program for hospital expenses will pay 
out more in benefits than it collects this year 
and will be insolvent by 2017, two years earlier 
than the date projected in last year’s report. 
Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner, head of 
the trustees group, said the new reports were 
reminders that “the longer we wait to address 
the long-term solvency of Medicare and Social 
Security, the sooner those challenges will be 
upon us and the harder the options will be.” 
For decades, almost every president has tried 
to tackle the approaching certainty that the 
hugely popular programs were running out of 
money. Even before the current recession, it 
was obvious that the aging of the baby boomer 
generation, the mass of people born between 
1946 and 1964, would put too great a burden 
on the programs because of retirement needs 
and old-age medical problems.

Geithner said Obama was 
committed to working with 
Congress to find ways to 


control runaway growth 
in both public and private 
health care expenditures. 
Major health care providers 
promised the president on 
Monday to trim costs by 


$2 trillion over the next 
decade. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office recently projected 
that Social Security will 
collect just $3 billion more 



in 2010 than it will pay out in benefits. A year ago, the 
nonpartisan CBO had projected that Social Security would 
have a much higher $86 billion cash surplus for the 2010 
budget year, which begins Oct. 1. 

The trustees report projected that Social Security’s annual 
surpluses would “fall sharply this year,” then remain at a 
reduced level in 2010 and be lower in the following years 
than last year’s projections. The report said that the Social 
Security annual surplus would be eliminated entirely in 
2016, reflecting increased retirement demands of the wave 
of 78 million baby boomers retiring. 

That means Social Security will have to turn to its trust 
fund to make up the difference between Social Security 
taxes and the benefits being paid out beginning in 2016. 
The trustees projected the trust fund would be depleted in 
2037, four years earlier than the 2041 date in last year’s 
report. 

At that point, annual Social Security taxes collected would 
be enough to pay for three-fourths of current benefits 
through 2083. To tap the trust fund, the government would 
have to increase borrowing or raise taxes because Social 
Security bonds exist only as bookkeeping entries. 

While the government is obligated to redeem the bonds, 
it has already spent the excess Social Security collections 
over the years to fund general government operations, 
providing the trust funds with IOUs. 

While the smaller surpluses that will begin this year will 
not have any impact on Social Security benefit payments, 
the government will need to borrow more at a time when 
the federal deficit already is exploding because of the 
recession and the billions of dollars being spent to prop up 
a shaky banking system. □ 
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Transcript Both pilots shared fear of icy weather

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— Just seconds before 
the worst U.S. air crash 
in more than seven years, 
the pilot exclaimed “Jesus 
Christ” and moments later 
his co-pilot screamed as 
Flight 3407 plunged to the 
ground. 

A cockpit voice recorder 
transcript released 

Tuesday by the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
shows that only minutes 
before the Feb. 12 crash on 
approach to Buffalo Niagara 
International Airport in 
upstate New York Capt. 
Marvin Renslow and First 
Officer Rebecca Shaw 
chatted about her career and 
shared their fear of flying in 
icy weather. 

Moments later the Dash 
8-Q400 Bombardier, a 
twin-engine turboprop, 
experienced an aerodynamic 
stall and plunged into a 
house, killing all 49 people 
aboard and one man on the 
ground. 

The transcript was released 
as the safety board opened 
a three-day public hearing 
Tuesday into the accident. 
The board was expected 
to focus heavily on pilot 
training and fatigue. 

As the Dash-8 approached 
Buffalo on a wintry 
night, Shaw and Renslow 


remarked to each other 
— less than seven minutes 
before the crash — about 
how much ice had formed 
on their wings. 

“It’s lots of ice,” Shaw 
said. 

“Oh yeah that’s the most 
I’ve seen, most ice I’ve 
seen on the leading edges 
in a long time, in a while 
anyway I should say,” 
Renslow replied. 

Renslow then remarked 
that he’d flown about 625 
hours in the region before 
he was hired for this job by 
Colgan Air. Shaw replied, “I 
really wouldn’t mind going 
through a a winter in the 
Northeast before I have to 
upgrade to captain. ... I’ve 
never seen icing conditions. 
I’ve never deiced. 

I’ve never seen any. I’ve 
never experienced any of 
that. I don’t want to have to 
experience that and make 
those kinds of calls. You 
know I’dve freaked out. 
I’dve have like seen this 
much ice and thought, ‘Oh 
my gosh, we were going to 
crash.’ “ 

“I would’ve been fine,” 
Renslow replied. “I would 
have survived it. There 
wasn’t, we never had 
to make decisions that I 
wouldn’t have been able to 
make but ... now I’m more 
comfortable.” 

The crew then lowers the 


landing gear and adjusts the 
flaps, but at 10:16.26 p.m. 
there’s a sound similar to 
movement of the flap handle 
and Shaw says, “Uhhh.” 
Less than a second later, 
there are sounds similar 
to the stick shaker — a 
warning transmitted through 
the control stick that the 
aircraft is nearing a stall. 
These last for 6.7 seconds. 
Less than a second later, a 
horn sounds signaling the 
autopilot disconnecting and 
that horn continues until the 
end of the recording. 

At 10:16.34.8, Renslow 
says, “Jesus Christ.” 

Shaw says she put the flaps 
up and asked if she should 
put the landing gear up. 
Renslow replies: “Gear up, 
oh (expletive).” 

As noise in the cockpit 
increases, Renslow adds: 
“We’re down.” 

There’s a thump. 

Shaw: “We (sound of 
scream).” 

And the transcript ends.

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Five Miami men convicted oi Sears Tower attack plot

MIAMI (AP) — Five men 
were convicted Tuesday of 
plotting to join forces with 
al-Qaida to destroy Chicago’s 
Sears Tower and bomb FBI 
offices in hopes of igniting an 
anti-government insurrection.

“Liberty City Six” in the 
sixth day of deliberations. 

Two previous trials ended in 
mistrials when jurors could 
not agree on the men’s guilt or 
innocence.

Carrie Prejean’s comments about her opposition to same-sex 
marriage ignited a media firestorm after a celebrity judge 
suggested her response may have cost her the Miss USA title; 
she finished as first-runner up. The photos surfaced later and led 
to the review of her title. 

“We’ve reviewed the pictures carefully,” Trump said at a packed 
news conference at Trump Plaza in New York City. “We’ve 
made a determination that the pictures taken were acceptable. 
Some were risque, but we are in the 21st century.” 

Trump also defended the answer Prejean gave at the April 
19 Miss USA pageant. She was asked her view of marriage 
by celebrity blogger Perez Hilton. Prejean said she believes 
marriage is only between a man and a woman. 

Trump only briefly addressed questions surrounding Prejean’s 
association with the National Organization for Marriage, a 
group that opposes same-sex marriage. He dismissed them as 
a “communication problem” between Prejean and California 
pageant officials. 

Before competing in the Miss California USA competition, all 
prospective contestants are required to sign a detailed 12-page 
contract prohibiting Miss California USA from making personal 
appearances, giving interviews or making commercials without 
permission from pageant officials. 

The contract also contains a clause asking participants to disclose 
whether they have conducted themselves “in accordance with 
the highest ethical and moral standards.” It asks participants 
whether they have ever been photographed nude or partially 
nude. After Trump spoke, Prejean, who was accompanied by her 
parents, took her turn at the lectern, defending herself against 
“hateful attacks, despicable rumors and false allegations.” 

“On April 19 on that stage I exercised my freedom of speech, 
and I was punished for doing so,” said Prejean, who described 
Hilton’s question as “politically charged” with a “hidden 
personal agenda.” 

“This should not happen in America.” 

In an interview with The Associated Press, Prejean said she was 
briefly tempted by Satan to answer Hilton’s question in a way

that would please the judges.

to battle zones in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Up to one-fifth of the more 
than 1.7 million who have 
served in the two conflicts are 
believed to have symptoms of 
anxiety, depression and other 
emotional problems.

seek it. 

Russell’s father said his son, 
who joined the Army in 1994 
after a divorce and minor 
scrapes with the law, felt 
poorly treated at the stress 
center. He said he hopes “we 
find he snapped because of 
the pressure. He wasn’t a 
mean person.” 

In Baghdad, Perkins told 
reporters that Russell, a 
communications specialist 
assigned to the 54th Engineer 
Battalion from Bamberg, 
Germany, was sent to the 
mental health clinic by 
his superiors, presumably 
because of concern over his 
emotional state. 

He said the commander had 
ordered Russell’s weapon 
taken away from him but 
somehow he got a new 
weapon, entered the clinic 
and opened fire. 

Perkins declined to give 
a detailed account of the 
shooting, saying the matter 
was under investigation. 
However, a Pentagon official 
said in Washington that 
Russell had been escorted 
to the clinic, but once inside 
argued with the staff and was 
asked to leave. 

After he drove away, Russell 
apparently seized his escort’s 
weapon and returned to 
the clinic, the official said 
on condition of anonymity 
because the investigation was 
ongoing. 

The clinic was operated by 
the 55th Medical Company, 
a Reserve unit headquartered 
in Indianapolis. Two of the 
victims were officers assigned 
to the clinic and the three 
others were enlisted soldiers, 
Perkins said. 

The Pentagon identified 
Cmdr. Charles Springle, 52, of 
Wilmington, North Carolina, 
as one of the victims of the 
shooting. 

The mother of Michael 
Edward Yates Jr. said two 
men from the Army came to 
her Federalsburg, Maryland 
home early Tuesday to tell 
say her 19-year-old son was 
killed. 

In addition to the ongoing 
criminalinvestigation,Perkins 
said the U.S. command had 
opened a formal inquiry into 
the “general availability” 
of health care for American 


service personnel in Iraq, 
“specifically the policies 
and procedures surrounding 
behavioral health services.” 
He gave no further details 
and did not say how the 
investigation was being 
conducted. 

The U.S. military has become 
increasingly concerned 
about mental health in the 
ranks following a steady 
rise in suicides — which the 
Army says have increased 
worldwide from at least 102 
in 2006 to 140 last year.

The younger Russell was six 
weeks away from completing 
his third tour in Iraq before 
Monday’s shootings, the 
father told reporters Tuesday 
in front of the two-story 
suburban home his son is 
buying with his wife. 

Wilburn Russell said his son 
was treated poorly at the 
military stress center. He said 
his son had e-mailed his wife, 
calling two recent days the 
worst in his life. 

“I hate what that boy did,” 
the elder Russell said. “He 
thought it was justified. That’s 
never a solution.” 

He said his son felt like “his 
life was over as far as he was 
concerned. He lived for the 
military.” 

John Russell began his 
active military service after 
a divorce and a series of 
minor criminal scrapes in 
his hometown, according to 
records in Grayson County, 
Texas. 

His ex-wife obtained a 
temporary restraining order 
against him and an order 
withholding earnings for 
child support. In February 
1993, a month after the 


divorce decree was issued, 
Russell was charged with 
misdemeanor assault but 
the matter was dropped, the 
records show. 

A Pentagon official said 
Russell previously served 
two one-year tours of duty in 
Iraq, one from April 2003 and 
another beginning November 
2005. The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because he wasn’t authorized 
to speak on the record. 
Russell, who had also served 
in the Balkans, was due to 
leave Iraq within weeks, he 
confirmed. During his current 
tour, Russell was assigned 
to a command in charge of 
security south of Baghdad. 

To cope with the stress, the 
Army has set up clinics 
on most major bases in 
Iraq, staffing them with 
psychologists, psychiatrists, 
social workers and other 
specialists. 

Commanders, chaplains and 
others in leadership positions 
are also trained to watch 
for signs of stress and refer 
soldiers to mental health 
professionals if needed. 
However, some officials 
believe soldiers are reluctant 
to take advantage of the 
facilities because of the 
stigma attached to counseling 
in a military culture that 
promotes mental and physical 
toughness. 

Last November, Army 
Secretary Pete Geren said 
combating the stigma “is 
a challenge” throughout 
American society, especially 
in the Army “where we 
have a premium on strength, 
physically, mentally, 

emotionally.” 

However, Bolger said the 
command was encouraging 
soldiers to take advantage 
of clinics if they feel under 
stress. 

“We’ve encouraged people to 
do self-referral,” Bolger said. 
“We’ve actually encouraged 
them to say, ‘hey, we’re not 
going to hold this against you, 
we’d rather have you self- 
refer ... than have an incident 
that would be tragic.” 
Officials noted, however, 
that procedures had been 
followed in the Russell 
case, with the commander 
removing his weapon and 
referring him to mental health 
professionalsQ

IIS wonied Kenya may return to violence

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
President Barack Obama’s 
administration is worried 
that friction between rival 
parties in Kenya’s coalition 
government could lead to 
violence similar to that 
which nearly tore the 
country apart last year, the 
top U.S. diplomat for Africa 
said Tuesday. 

In recent weeks, the parties 
in the coalition government 
have sniped at each other 
with increasing frequency. 
A minister allied to the 
president has resigned, 
saying she was frustrated in 
her push for reforms. And 
meetings on how to manage 
the coalition have been 
aborted. 

Obama’s father was bom 
in Kenya. The president 
last visited the East African 
nation in 2006. 

“Political tensions must 
not be allowed to turn to 
political crisis and political 
crisis must not be allowed 
to turn into violence,” said 
Johnnie Carson, the U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State 
for African Affairs. 


He spoke to journalists 
after holding separate 
meetings with President 
Mwai Kibaki and Prime 
Minister Raila Odinga, who 
lead rival parties within the 
government. 

“Our serious concern is to 
see the Kenyan people get 
the governance that they 
want,” said Michelle D. 
Gavin, an aide to Obama, 
referring to public clamor 
for the government to fight 
corruption and reform the 
police and judiciary. Gavin, 
who is accompanying 
Carson on his Kenya trip, is 
a senior director for African 
affairs at the White House. 
Kibaki’s presidential press 
service said in a statement 
the Kenyan leader told 
Carson the coalition 
government was committed 
to reform and will get the 
consensus needed to ensure 
the country gets a new 
constitution, something for 
which ordinary Kenyans 
have lobbied for years. 
Carson was making his first 
trip to Africa since taking 
office last week. 

Kibaki and Odinga signed 
a power sharing deal in 


February 2008 after a deadly results left more than 1,000

UK opposition lawmakers to repay expenses

LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
primary opposition leader 
banned members of his 
party Tuesday from filing 
expense claims for food and 
household items amid public 
outrage after lawmakers 
sought reimbursements for 
items such as swimming pool 
construction and tennis court 
upkeep. Conservative David 
Cameron said his party’s 
lawmakers would reimburse 
the taxpayers for expenses 
deemed inappropriate, such as 
chandeliers, sleigh beds and 
manure. The Conservative 
Party leader said that the 
public could not abide by the 
expenditures, even though 
they were technically allowed 
under the complicated system 
for claiming household costs. 
“Politicians have done things 
that are unethical and wrong,” 
Cameron said during a news 
conference. “I am completely 
appalled.” 

Details of lawmakers’ 
expenses has been published 
over the past days in Britain’s 
Daily Telegraph newspaper, 
creating a steady drip of 
embarrassing revelations 
about how lawmakers cash in 
on the taxpayer. 

The ruling Labour Party’s 
membership has also been 
taken to task for claiming cat 
food, eyeliner and cookies on 
their expense forms and details 
of the expenses claimed by 
members of Britain’s smallest 
major party, the Liberal 
Democrats, are due to be 
published Wednesday. 

Though the expense forms 
were due to be revealed in 
July, the Telegraph secured a 


copy of the details, riveting the 
country for days and putting 
the country’s politicians on 
the defensive. 

Cabinet minister Hazel Blears, 
criticized for making tens of 
thousands of pounds (dollars) 
— tax free — by selling a 
home she was using public 
money to keep up, appeared 
before the cameras holding 
up a check and promising 
reimburse the taxpayer for 
money critics say she made 
dishonestly. All the while, she 


insisted she had done nothing 
wrong. 

“I’d never knowingly do 
anything to let down the 
people I serve, and I’ve been 
affected personally by what 
people have been telling me 
in the past couple of days,” 
she said. “I see people are 
really, really angry about this 
so I have decided to send this 
check.” 

Tuesday’s report included 
claims for swimming pool 
upkeep, home furnishings, 
housekeeper costs — and a 
bill for clearing a moat at a 
manor. The lawmaker alleged 
to have expensed the moat 
clearing, David Hogg, denied 
the allegation. 

Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown has pledged to reform 
the expenses system, but 
Cameron appears set to 
discipline lawmakers who’ve 
made excessive claims — 
saying if they didn’t abide by 
the new rules they would not 
be welcome in the party. 
“From now on I want them to 
claim what is reasonable to do 


their job, not the maximum 
they can get away with,” 
Cameron said. He also said 
Conservatives would be 
required to publish expense 
claims on the Internet. Brown 
echoed his opponent late 
Tuesday, saying that “extreme” 
action was needed to restore 
public trust in politicians. 

He said he was pushing for an 
independent review of every 
claim made over the past four 
years. 

“What we have got to do is 
restore public trust, to restore 
people’s faith that politicians 
are worthy of their trust,” 
Brown said. 

A poll published Tuesday 
suggested that trust was 
fraying, with support for 
Labour and Conservatives 
falling in favor of the Liberal 
Democrats and other parties. 
Pollster Populus interviewed 
1,504 adults between May 8 
and 10. The pollster did not 
give a margin of error, but 
surveys of that size usually 
have a margin of error of about 
plus or minus 3 percent. 


British lawmakers had long 
refused to offer itemized 
receipts for their claims on 
public money, until a recent 
ruling ordered them to make 
the details known. About 2 
million receipts for claims 
by British legislators will be 
published in July under the 
ruling, but the Daily Telegraph 
said last week it had obtained 
the material ahead of its 
planned release. 
Whileparliamentary guidelines 
don’t ban any specific items 
under lawmaker expenses — 
the rules say expenses should 
relate to parliamentary work 
and shouldn’t damage the 
Parliament’s reputation. 

Critics complain the rules are 
being stretched and that the 
expenses aren’t independently 
audited. 

Scotland Yard was has been 
asked to investigate whether 
any of the alleged misuse of 
expenses crosses amount to 
criminal wrongdoing. The 
force says it is considering 
the requests but that no 
investigation is under way.Q 


lawmakers adopt bill to punish Internet piracy

PARIS (AP) — French lawmakers in the lower house on 
Tuesday passed a bill that would cut the Internet connections 
of those who repeatedly download music and films illegally, 
creating what may be the first government agency to track and 
punish online pirates. 

The bill passed 296 to 233 in a show of force by President 
Nicolas Sarkozy’s governing conservatives after an initial 
failure last month. 

The Senate was likely to definitively pass the measure 
Wednesday. But even then, the battle will be far from over. 

The bill defies a European Parliament measure passed last week 
prohibiting EU governments from cutting off a user’s Internet 
connection without first passing through a court of law. That 
still needs a final stamp after negotiations with the European 
Council. 

The legislation by Sarkozy’s government is hotly opposed by 
the rival Socialists as well as militants who claim that it will 
quash freedoms by denying accused Internet pirates the right 
to challenge the charges against them. Others fear it will pave 
the way for Big Brother-style intrusions by the government into 
citizens’ private lives. 

But international music labels, film distributors and artists have 
hailed the bill as a decisive step in combatting online piracy in 
France, where CD and DVD sales have plummeted 60 percent 
in the past six years. 

The measure, sponsored by Culture Minister Christine Albanel, 
would introduce a “graduated riposte” for those pirating music 
and films. Warnings to culprits would begin with two e-mails 
followed by a certified letter. If the piracy continues within 
the following year, Internet access could be cut for a period 
of two months to a year — while the user keeps paying for the

service. 

The bill would create a government agency to sanction 
offenders, leaving monitoring efforts to entertainment industry 
watchdogs. 

Legal experts say such an agency could be the first of its kind 
in the world, noting that the French bill also represents the first 
time a government has threatened to sever Internet connections

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) 
— A slain man’s videotaped 
and posthumously broadcast 
accusation that President 
Alvaro Colom ordered his 
murder threw Guatemala 
into an uproar Tuesday and 
prompted government calls 
for a U.N. agency and the FBI 
to investigate the killing. 
Colom vehemently denied 
the allegations made in a 
videotape left by lawyer 
Rodrigo Rosenberg, who was 
shot to death by unidentified 
assailants while riding his 
bicycle Sunday. But opposition 
lawmakers called for Colom 
to step aside while the killing 
is investigated. 

“If you are watching this 
message, it is because I was 
assassinated by President 
Alvaro Colom with help 
from Gustavo Alejos,” 
the president’s secretary, 
Rosenberg said in the video 
distributed at his funeral on 


Monday. 

Guatemala City newspaper 
Prensa Libre said the 
recording “has created the 
greatest political crisis for 
this democracy, because never 
before has a democratically 
elected president been accused 
of murder.” 

Television stations repeatedly 
aired the video and so 
many people watched it on 
Guatemalan Internet sites that 
some temporarily collapsed. 
More than 5,300 people 
joined a Facebook group 
called “Guatemalans for the 
dismissal of Alvaro Colom.” 
On the video, Rosenberg says 
officials might want to kill 
him because he represented 
businessman Khalil Musa, 
who was slain in March along 
with his daughter. The lawyer 
is heard saying that Musa, who 
had been named to the board 
of the Guatemala’s Rural 
Development Bank, was killed 
for refusing to get involved in 
purported illicit transactions at 


the bank. 

The Guatemalan government 
is the majority shareholder in 
the bank. 

Rosenberg said the alleged 
illicit transactions “range 
from money laundering to the 
embezzlement of public funds 
and nonexistent programs 
operated by first lady Sandra 
de Colom, as well as the 
financing of front companies 
used by drug traffickers.” 

Luis Mendizabal, a friend of 
Rosenberg, said he distributed 
150 copies of the video that 
the slain lawyer had given him 
while he was alive. 

The center-left Colom — 
who took office in January 
— went on national television 
to dismiss the accusations 
and demand an outside 
investigation. 

“First of all, I am not a 
murderer. Second, I am not a 
drug trafficker, and everything 
he says there is totally 
senseless,” Colom said. 

He said his government has 


requested the International 
Commission against Impunity 
in Guatemala to investigate 
“to clear up this matter.” The 
U.N. commission was created 
in 2007 to clean up corruption 
in Guatemala. 

Colom said he also talked 
to U.S. ambassador Stephen 
McFarland to ask the FBI to 
probe Rosenberg’s slaying. 
The U.S. embassy did not 
confirm this request nor said 
if the FBI would participate in 
the investigation. 

Otto Perez, secretary-general 
of the leading opposition 
faction, the Patriot Party, 


called on Colom to step aside 
during the investigation. 
Outside the presidential 
palace, family and friends 
of Rosenberg protested his 
killing. 

Helen Mack, a human rights 
activist and director of the 
Myrna Mack Foundation, 
said the accusation moves the 
country toward an institutional 
crisis. “Congress, the supreme 
court, the constitutional court 
and all the other institutions 
are being questioned, and 
now there emerges this 
serious allegation against the 
executive in chief.’Q

Pacers F Granger wins NBA’s 
Most Improved Player award

forward Danny Granger was named the NBA’s 
Most Improved Player on Tuesday after 
averaging a career-best 25.8 points a game this 
season.

“I can honestly say it really did come as a 
surprise,” he said.

Granger was selected to the All-Star team this 
year for the first time and improved his scoring 
average by at least five points in each of the 
past three seasons. He averaged 7.5 points as a 
rookie, then 13.9 in his second season and 19.6 
in 2007-08. 

Granger had the NBA’s fifth-highest scoring 
average this season. 

“I think in my fourth year, I just had the 
experience of playing a lot of minutes,” he 
said. “I could read defenses a lot better. I could 
get my shot a lot easier than what I had in the 
past. I think I just thought my way through the 
game a little more than I had previously.” 

Granger also has been invited to participate in 
a USA Basketball training camp this summer, 
the first phase in selecting the squad for the 
2012 Olympics in London. He said Tuesday he

The Los Angeles Dodgers star was banned for 
50 games Thursday. 

Baseball officials asked the World Anti-Doping 
Agency lab in Montreal to perform a carbon 
isotope ratio test, which determines whether 
testosterone is natural or synthetic, the Web 
site reported. Major League Baseball then 
asked Ramirez to produce medical records, as 
required under the drug agreement. 
Ramirez’stesthadatestosterone-epitestosterone 
ratio between 4:1 and 10:1, ESPN.com 
reported. Typically, a person naturally produces 


the hormones at a ratio of 1:1; tests of 4:1 or 
greater are flagged. 

Ramirez’s side was prepared to argue to 
an arbitrator that the synthetic testosterone 
was caused by the player taking the steroids 
precursor DHEA, ESPN.com and the Union- 
Tribune in San Diego reported Saturday. DHEA 
is not banned by baseball. 

A possible appeal was dropped before a 
scheduled Wednesday meeting after the medical 
records turned over included a prescription for 
the fertility drug HCG, or human chorionic 
gonadotrophin, ESPN.com reported. Some 
athletes who have used steroids have taken HCG 
to help restart natural testosterone production. 
Because HCG is banned by baseball, the sport 
based Ramirez’s suspension on the use of that 
drug.Q

Garland went 3 2-3 innings, 
allowing seven runs and 10 
hits.

Pavano beats White Sox 
to stop Indians’ skid 

CLEVELAND (AP) — Carl Pavano won his third straight start 
as the Cleveland Indians beat the Chicago White Sox 9-4 on 
Monday to snap a four-game losing streak in the American 
League. 

Pavano (3-3) allowed four runs and 10 hits over 6 1-3 innings in 
his first appearance against the White Sox in nearly five years. 
The right-hander didn’t issue a walk and struck out three. 

Choo Shin-soo and Johnny Peralta drove in three runs apiece 
for Cleveland, which totaled 13 hits and scored three more runs 
than it did during its four-game slide. 

Chicago lost for the seventh time in nine games as Gavin Floyd 
(2-3) gave up eight runs and 11 hits over five innings. The right¬ 
hander is 0-2 with a 9.73 ERA in four starts since April 19. 

The last time Pavano faced Chicago, he pitched a three-hit 
shutout on June 16, 2004, for Florida on the way to an 18-8 
record. He signed a four-year contract worth nearly $40 million 
with the New York Yankees, but spent most of his time on the 
disabled list and had only nine wins before getting a one-year, 
$1.5 million deal with Cleveland in January. 

Choo had an RBI single and Mark DeRosa an RBI double in

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Peru emria protesta “seria” 
a Bolivia por caso asilo

LIMA (Reuters) - Pern entrego 
una protesta “muy seria” a 
Bolivia por los comentarios del 
presidente Evo Morales de que 
Lima no deberia ser un “centro 
de delincuentes”, al criticar 
la decision del Gobierno de 
Alan Garcia de conceder asilo 
a ex funcionarios bolivianos 
acusados de magnicidio. 

El roce diplomatico se 
produce luego de que hace 
dos semanas Pern otorgo 
asilo al principal opositor del 
presidente venezolano Hugo 
Chavez, un aliado de Morales 
en sus planes de plasmar una 
“revolucion socialista” en sus 
respectivos paises. 

El presidente Garcia afirmo 
el martes que esta bien que 
Morales tenga una opinion 
sobre el tema de los asilados 
bolivianos, pero no respondera 
a los “adjetivos” porque busca 
fomentar la buena vecindad 
con el pueblo boliviano. 

“Mi obligacion es remar en 
el sentido de lo que nos une y 
evitar responder expresiones 
subidas de tono”, dijo Garcia 
en declaraciones a periodistas 
en un distrito limeno. 

Garcia, un ferviente promotor 
del libre mercado que ha 
criticado fuertemente las 


politicas estatistas en la 
region, refirio que “de 
ninguna manera” el tema 
de los refugiados danara las 
relaciones con Bolivia. 

Los comentarios renuevan 
los constantes roces entre 
Morales y Garcia en los 
ultimos anos. En una de las 
mas recientes disputas, el 
presidente boliviano dijo que 
la “gordura” estaba afectando 
a su colega peruano, por 
unas declaraciones sobre la 
pretension de La Paz de su 
salida al mar. 

PROTESTAS 

Tras los comentarios del lunes 
de Morales, que llamo otra 
vez “chabacano” a Garcia, el 
Gobierno peruano remitio una 
nota de protesta al embajador 
de Bolivia en Lima, Franz 
Solano. 

“Hemos llamado al embajador 
en Lima, le hemos hecho 
entrega de una nota de protesta 
muy seria por los comentarios 
del presidente Morales”, dijo 
el canciller peruano Jose 
Antonio Garcia Belaunde, en 
una comunicacion telefonica 
desde Praga con la radio local 
CPN. 

El canciller admitio que la 


relacion con Bolivia atraviesa 
“un momento dificil” porque 
Morales ha hecho primar 
su diferencia ideologica y 
opinado sobre asuntos internos 
de Pern. 

Pern ha otorgado asilo al 
ex ministro boliviano Jorge 
Torres Obleas y otorgo el 
lunes “refugio” a los ex 
ministros Javier Torres Goitia 


y Mirtha Quevedo, a quienes 
el presidente Morales los 
llamo “delincuentes”, dijo 
Garcia Belaunde. 

“No tenemos ninguna 
informacion de algun juez 
independiente que diga eso. 
Solo hay una acusacion del 
senor Morales que tiene 
todos los signos y todas las 
caracteristicas de ser un 


proceso politico”, afirmo el 
canciller peruano. 

La decision de Garcia de 
otorgar refugio a politicos 
bolivianos y venezolanos 
genero las criticas del lider 
opositor enPeru, elnacionalista 
y probable candidate 
presidencial Ollanta Humala, 
companero “ideologico” de 
Chavez y Morales. Q
